In Slaying 


Of Mother 


CINCINNATI (AP) - A pre­ 
liminary hearing was co ntinued 
in municipal co urt to day until 
Thursday fo r 23-y ear-o id Bar­ 
bara Shutt, charg ed with the 
Suir’ay slay ing o f her mo ther 
who ado pted her six y ears ag o . 
Miss Shutt, a Univ ersity o f 
Cincinnati g raduate and a part 
time scho o l teacher, did no t say 
a wo rd as she was bro ug ht be­ 
fo re Judg e Harry T. Kiusmeier. 
She was represented by atto r­ 
ney s Verno n McDaniel and Sam­ 
uel Rubenstein. 
After the brief hearing she 
was returned to jail. 
As she appeared in co urt. 
Miss Shutt was wearing a skirt 
rather than the striped slacks 
which she wo re when she was 
taken into c u s t o dy Mo nday 
nig ht. 
Po lice hav e g iv en few details1 
o f the case but said Miss Shutt 
had arg ued o n sev eral o ccasio ns 
with her mo ther, Dr. Jane Shutt, 
43, a psy chiatrist, who se bo dy 
was fo und in the basement o f 
her ho me. 
An auto psy sho wed that Mrs. 
Shutt had been sho t fo ur times 
and beaten with a heav y o bject 
believ ed to be a fireplace po ker. 
Po lice said she had been wo und­ 
ed at clo se rang e and the slay er 
apparently used a larg e cushio n 
to muffle, the sho ts. 


Princeto n. Telev isio n cameras 
relay ed the scene liv e to the 
United States and Euro pe. 
Splashdo wn was at 12:52 p.m. 
EDT. In o ne o f the fastest re­ 
co v eries in the U.S. space pro ­ 
g ram, a helico pter depo sited the 
astro nauts o n the deck o f the 
carrier 39 minutes later.

He inv ited the 
trio and their families to the 
White Ho use fo r dinner at a 
date to be set later. Vice Presi­ 
dent Spiro T. Ag new also tele­ 
pho ned co ng ratulatio ns. 
After nearly six ho urs o n the 
carrier they flew by helico pter 
to a warm welco me at Pag o 
Pag o o n American Samo a. 
Then the astro nauts bo arded a 
C141 Starlifter fo r the flig ht 
back to the United States.

Apollo Crew Heads Home 
For Reunion, Debriefing 


SPACE 
CENTER, 
Houston 
(AP) — The Apollo IO astro* 
nauts fly back to this space 
command post today for reun­ 
ions with their familes and re­ 
ports to experts on all aspects of 
their flight around the moon. 
They took off by plane from 
Pago Pago in the Pacific Mon­ 
day night for the 12-hour flight 
to Houston’s Ellington Air Force 
Base. 
What the astronauts report 
will determine when the AjjoIIo 
l l astronauts leave on a moon- 
landing mission. The blastoff for 
that voyage is scheduled at 
Cape Kennedy July 
16, but 
space 
agency 
officials 
said 
Apollo IO raised a few questions 
that could delay it a month or 
two. 
The 
cone-shaped 
command 
capsule carrying Air Force Col. 
Thomas P. Stafford and Navy 
Cmdrs. John W. Young and Eu­ 
gene A. Cernan parachuted into 
the Pacific Monday, climaxing 
eight days in space that one 
space agency official said had 
“given 
us the 
confidence to 
make the next bold step.” 
Dr. Thomas O. Paine, admin­ 
istrator of the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administra­ 
tion, said, “The real goal (of the 
space program) is to develop 
and demonstrate the capability 
for interplanetary travel. 
Apollo IO landed less than 
three miles from the main re­ 
covery 
ship, 
the c a r r i e r 


Princeton. Television cameras 
relayed the scene live to the 
United States and Europe. 
Splashdown was at 12:52 p.m. 
EDT. In one of the fastest re­ 
coveries in the U.S. space pro­ 
gram, a helicopter deposited the 
astronauts on the deck of the 
carrier 39 minutes later. 
The astronauts, who became 
the first men to shave in space 
the day before, seemed elated 
as they stepped onto a red car­ 
pet rolled across the deck. They 
danced exubreant little jigs as 
they headed for sick bay and 
medical examination. 
Doctors reported they were in 
excellent physical condition. 
President Nix*on, by radio-tele­ 
phone from Washington, told 
them, “This is a proud moment 


for the country.” He invited the 
trio and their families to the 
White House for dinner at a 
date to be set later. Vice Presi­ 
dent Spiro T. Agnew also tele­ 
phoned congratulations. 
After nearly six hours on the 
carrier they flew by helicopter 
to a warm welcome at Pago 
Pago on American Samoa. 
Then the astronauts boarded a 
C141 Starlifter for the flight 
back to the United States. 
Specialists were readv to start 
debriefings almost immediately.

The U.S. Embassy has issued 
him a passport good for a single 
iournev to the United States to 
face the charges against him.

policy and the constitution. 
Don, a prominent lawmaker 
who as a general helped over­ 
throw President Ngo Binh Diem 
in 1963, noted that Nixon’s elec­ 
tion proposal differs from Presi­ 
dent Nguyen Van Thieu’s state­ 
ment April 7 that the Viet Cong 
could 
“enjoy 
full 
political 
rights” under the constitution- 
meaning 
they 
could 
vote—if 
they respect the laws. 
The 
constitution 
mentions 
nothing about troop withdrawals 
or an international supervisory 
body, but it lays down a clear 
schedule for parliamentary and 
presidential elections. Half the 
seats in the Senate will be up 
for election in late 1970, and the 
next lower house and presiden­ 
tial elections are scheduled for 


late 1971. Altering the election 
dates would require a change in 
the constitution.

No final decisions have been 


made on these issues and they 
will be considered at another 
round of closed-door delibera­ 
tions. 
But it is the practice not to or­ 
der legislative drafts until there 
has been a substantial, even if 
informal, meeting of minds on 
the tax-writing committee. 
President 
Nixon 
proposed 
some tax crackdowns April 21 in 
urging extension of the IO per 
cent income surtax after June 
30. He said administration pro­ 
posals for a more complete 
overhaul wouldn’t come until 
later in the year. 
The committee had been wait­ 
ing impatiently for Nixon’s tax 
message sn it could get started 
on reforms.

North Viets 
Deny Agreeing 
To Cut Action 


SAIGON (AP) — The U.S. 
Command charged North Viet­ 
nam today with more than 5,000 
violations of the Demilitarized 
Zone between North and South 
Vietnam since the bombing halt 
last Nov. I. 
The American Command said 
U.S. forces were shelled four 
times Sunday from the buffer 
zone. In one attack eight Ma­ 
rines were killed and 24 wound­ 
ed, the largest number of Amer­ 
icans killed by a rocket and 
mortar attack along the north­ 
ern 
frontier since 
American 
bombing of North Vietnam was 
halted 
almost 
seven 
months 
ago. 
The Marines were about 400 
yards south of the DMZ when 
their position was hit bv five 
mortar rounds. A U.S. spokes­ 
man said the mortars set off 
some of the Marines* ammuni­ 
tion. and this apparently caused 
some of the casualties. 
Marine artillery fired back 
into the DMZ “ silencing the 
mortar 
fire.” 
headquarters 
said, but there was no report of 
anv enemy casualties. 
The same Marine position had 
been hit bv about IO mortar 
rounds earlier Sunday and one 
man was wounded. 
"They’re trying to increase 
our casualties to get the people 
back home u p in arms to hurry 
uo our withdrawal,” said one 
spokesman for the U.S. Com­ 
mand. “It’s nart of their over­ 
all strategy.”

American officials claim that 
North Vietnam agreed to keep

Hanoi said it made no agree­ 
ment and that tile bombing halt 
was unconditional. 
Although allied intelligence of­ 
ficers say North Vietnam has 
nlaced nearly 40.000 troops and 
tons of sunnlies alone the north­ 
ern rim of the DMZ, a U.S. 
spokesman said today he had no 
reports indicating enemy plans 
for a massive drive through the 
DMZ. 
He said the number of inci­ 
dents of military activity in the 
zone per week is “nrettv con­ 
stant.” But he said that since 
Mav ll, when the enemv com­ 
mand suddenly stepped up its 
rocket 
and 
mortar 
attacks 
across South Vietnam, there 
have been 21 such attacks from 
inside the DMZ. Only three had 
been reported in the preceding 
two months. 
In a weekly report today, the 
U.S. Command said that since 
the bombing halt, American re­ 
connaissance has detected 5,044 
“ indications of enemv presence 
or activity” inside the DMZ, in­ 
cluding 3,273 in South Vietnam’s 
half and 1,771 in North Viet­ 
nam’s sector.

GM’s letter said “ the prob lem 
is serious, under conditions of 
heavy loading such as when the 
truck is equipped with an over- 
the-cab type camper. Specifical­ 
ly, if one of these trucks is over­ 
loaded and the tires are overin­ 
flated these wheels are sub ject 
to sudden fracturing and b reak­ 
ing apart during use. 
“Such occurrences result in 
immediate loss of air from the 
tire, which can come off the 
wheel, possib le loss of control of

risks of serious harm to persons 
and property in the vicinity.. . ” 
To ensure that the customer 
understands that General Mo­ 
tors is not standing treat for the 
j new wheel, the letter to “ Dear 
Chevrolet owner” said: “ Please 
contact your nearest authorized 
Chevrolet dealer, who will b e 
glad to assist you in making 
your purchase of the stronger 
wheel replacem ent ” 
Nader, who estim ates the b ill 
will b e more like $200 than $100, 
pointed to the letter’s recom­ 
mendation that “ you consider 
the advice of your Chevrolet 
dealer on the proper tires and 
springs” in addition to the new 
wheels. 
Toward its close, the letter 
mentioned that “Similar 
haz­ 
ards of overload or overinflation 
may arise even if your truck is 
not equipped with the cam per 
b ody.” 
Nader said he would seek a 


congressional inquiry on the b u 
sis that: 
—“ GM has privately replaced 
over 3,000 such wheels when 
these trucks were b rought b ack 
to dealers for other purposes.” 
—“ GM changed the composi­ 
tion of the wheel in question in 
19 65 b ecause of a metallurgical 
defect. Yet thev refuse to con­ 
cede defect in the press release 
(announcing the warning let­ 
ters). Department of Transpor­ 
tation engineers b elieve it is a 
defect b ut won't say so b ecause 
of the arrangm enl worked out 
with GM.“ 
A GM spokesman, asked why 
owners should b e required to 
pay the repair b ill said the 
truck owner “ Should not have 
overloaded the vehicle. If he 
keeps within the posted capaci­ 
ty, he will b e all right.” 
This seemed to conflict with 
the fact that the b akery truck 
involved in the California case 
carried only b akery goods. 
“Wheels must have margins 
of safety,” Nader contended. 
“ GM urged versatile uses for its 
trucks—including campers. The 
wheels should b e ab le to with­ 
stand such weights and not sud­ 
denly disintegrate and b reak 
apart.” 
Nader called GM’s action “ an 
outrageous display of corporate 
irresponsib ility.”

New Education Chief Against 


Punitive Laws On Violence 


De-Escalation IG M B la ste d For A ttitu d e O n W h e e l Failures 
Seen Unlikely

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Nixon's new commissioner 
of education, Dr. James E. Al­ 
len, 
says punitive legislation 
can never solve the problems of 
campus disruption and violence. 
Instead, Allen said in an inter­ 
view. legislators and educators 
should seek to achieve changes 
in curricula and cope with “le­ 
gitimate student protests and le­ 
gitimate requests from students 
for change.” 
Excerpts from the question- 
and-answer session: 
Do you think the rash of 
proposals in state legislatures 
and in Congress for legislation 
against campus dissidents will 
be effective in curbing disrup­ 
tion? 
A. I can appreciate and un­ 
derstand the concern that Con­ 
gress and the legislatures have 
over the disruption and violence 
which has been taking place on 
campus. But I simply do not be­ 
lieve that punitive, negative leg­ 
islation can solve the problem.

Hanoi Refuses 
Mutual Pullout 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Any 
de-escalation of the Vietnam 
w’ar short of act u a l troop with­ 
drawals from the battlefields 
would be so complicated as to 
be impossible to carry out, ac­ 
cording to White House sources. 
So, 
the 
sources 
indicated 
there appears little prospect for 
reducing the war’s scale as long 
as Hanoi refuses a mutual troop 
pullout and enemy attacks con­ 
tinue. 
The sources pointed to the 
heavv fighting over Dong Ap 
Bia Hill as an indication of the 
difficulty in any attempt to cut 
down the American battle ef­ 
forts. And they posed a series of 
questions to illustrate the dilem­ 
ma President Nixon would face 
if he decided to reduce tile fight­ 
ing level unilaterally: 
If the United States made a 
policy decision nod to attack the 
hill or any other piece of ter­ 
rain, how would we communi­ 
cate this to the other 
side? 
Would we tell them we have is­ 
sued orders not to attack cer­ 
tain hills? What would w?e do 
when they took advantage of 
areas made off limits to Ameri­ 
can forces0 
Withdrawal

sources said, is the best route 
toward reduction of violence. 
“We have offered a mecha­ 
nism which is immediate auto­ 
matic and can be guaranteed 
(to de-escalate),” 
the White 
House sources said. 
In his peace proposal two 
weeks ago, President Nixon of­ 
fered to remove U.S. troops 
from Vietnam over a 12-month 
period if North Vietnam agreed 
to reciprocate. 
The White House sources said 
that not only “have wTe had no 
enemy proposals or de-escala­ 
tion” but the rate of enmey at­ 
tacks has intensified. 
The 
sources 
cited the 
in­ 
creased attacks as being d;reet- 
ly responsible f or the greater 
numbers of American dead in 
recent weeks.

Nuclear Bomber Dispersal

For years the Strategic Air Command 
has been one of the principal weapons 
of retaliation held in 
readiness to 
thwart any wou ld-be aggressor who 
seeks to attack the United States. Forty 
percent of SAC bombers have been 
kept on 15-minu tc alert statu s at all 
times. 
The problem today is that in less 
than five minu tes the Soviet Union 
cou ld lau nch and deliver to U.S. targets 
enou gh nu clear warheads to decimate 
the bombers. The safegu ard ABM svs- 


tem proposed by President Nixon cou ld 
dispose of many of these missiles before 
they reached U.S. targets, bu t a sizable 
percentage of the SAC force still cou ld 
be destroyed. 
To complicate the Soviet targeting 
problem, the Pentagon is making plan’s 
to scatter its 538 SAC bombers over 
70 American airfields instead of the 
35 hou sing them now. While this move 
may req u ire more expensive main­ 
tenance. it will also permit SAC to keep 
abreast of the missile age—for a while.

It placed 9 0 per cent of ail 
indu strial compu ters in that cat­ 
egory. 
It fou nd tlicm doing rou tine 
chores—payrolls, 
bookkeeping, 
accou nts receivable and pay­ 
able. inventory control, 
sales 
and analyses—instead of help­ 
ing management make top-level 
decisions 
In fact, it fou nd also that com­ 
panies plan to continu e u sing 
compu ters in c 1 c m c nt a r y 
chores, •‘despite the ballyhoocd 
benefits from compu ter-assisted 
top management decision-mak­ 
ing../’ 
A sampling of opinion from 
electronic data processing m an­ 
agers tended to confirm the 
su ggestion that compu ters cou ld 
help bu siness a lot more if they 
were more imaginatively u sed. 
Said one manager: “ Owning a 
compu ter is for some companies 
like an inclividu aJ owning the 
Qu een 
Elizabeth to transport 
him from his home in Hoboken, 
N.J.. to his office in Manhat­ 
tan.” 
The reason for not fu lly u tiliz­ 
ing the machine, said another 
EDP manager, is that bu siness 
is now bu ying swift, complicat­ 
ed second and third generation 
eq u ipment bu t trying to ru n 
them with men who arc only 
first or second generation m an­ 
agers. 
“ You can t expect a gu y right 
ou t of college to know all the 
possibilities of compu ter u tiliza­ 
tion.” he said. 
“ Most machines are so fast 
that they can handle several 


jobs almost simu ltaneou sly.” he 
explained, “ bu t most managers 
haven't the scope to keep them 
fu lly employed. There is an art 
to u tilization ” 
Despite this tendency to u n­ 
derestimate 
tiie 
compu ter's 
ability, tiic su rvey shows that 
companies have accepted the 
cerebral servant to a great ex­ 
tent. More than 60 per cent of 
respondents now u se or plan 
within a year to u se compu ters. 
“Today, 
any company with 
more than 200 employes or $7 
mil lion in sales that is not u sing 
a compu ter is in the minority,” 
conclu ded the institu te, a pri­ 
vately owned bu siness advisory 
firm. 
Not all those who u se compu t­ 
ers are owners or renters, how­ 
ever. 
Many 
companies 
send 
their work ou t to compu ter serv­ 
ice facilities, mu ch as a hou se­ 
wife sends ou t the wash, and re­ 
ceive back a package of pro­ 
posed data. 
The institu te said, companies 


u sing ou tside facilities indicated 
they were happier with resu lts 
than those with “ in-hou se” m a­ 
chines. Ou tside service facilities 
often have highly experienced 
personnel. 
For those companies that are 
contemplating the pu rchase or 
rental of machines the veteran 
u sers offer this advice: 
—Allow one or two years of 
planning and preparation before 
installing a compu ter. 
—Hire the best people obtain­ 
able. Use a 
highly 
competent 
EDP m anager from the very 
beginning of planning. 
—Involve all levels of m an­ 
agement in decisions involving 
the pu rchase or rental. 
—Examine the economics of 
you r project. Cu rrent systems 
and procedu res might be adeq u ­ 
ate to handle the work load you 
have in mind. 
Never forget, in other words, 
that it's people who ru n compu t­ 
ers 
and 
not the other way 
arou nd.

DDT levels in Ohio Coho sal­ 
mon are within the “ safe” five 
parts per million limit recently 
set by the U. S. Food and Dru g 
Administration, the 
Ohio

partm ent of Natu ral Resou rces 
said today. 
The departm ent said the DDT 
content of Lake Erie salmon 
-.89 to 1.05 parts per million- 
is mu ch less than coho taken in 
Lake Michigan. Tests showed 
13.0 to 19 0 parts per million 
of DDT in Wisconsin and Mich­ 
igan coho. 
Au thorities in Wisconsin and 
Michigan are considering ban­ 
ning u se of tiic chemical pesti­ 
cide in their states.

For years the Strategic Air Command

The problem today is that in less 
than five minutes the Soviet Union 
could launch and deliver to U.S. targets 
enough nuclear warheads to decimate 
the bombers.

tem proposed by President Nixon could 
dispose of many of these m issiles before 
they reached U.S. targets, but a sizable 
percentage of the SAC force still could 
be destroyed. 
To complicate the Soviet targeting 
problem, the Pentagon is making plans 
to scatter its 538 SAC bombers over 
70 American airfields instead of the 
35 housing them now. While this move 
may require more expensive main­ 
tenance, it will also permit SAC to keep 
abreast of the missile age—for a while.

It found them doing routine 
chores—payrolls, 
bookkeeping, 
accounts receivable and pay­ 
able, inventory control, sales 
and analyses—instead of help­ 
ing management make top-level 
decisions 
In fact, it found also that com­ 
panies plan to continue using 
computers in c I e rn e ut a r v 
chores, “despite the ballyhooed 
benefits from computer-assisted 
top management decision-rnak­ 
ing...” 
A sampling of opinion from 
electronic data processing man­ 
agers tended to confirm the 
suggestion that computers could 
help business a lot more if they 
were more imaginatively used. 
Said 'one manager: “Owning a 
computer is for some companies 
like an individual owning the 
Queen Elizabeth to transport 
him from his home in Hoboken, 
N.J.. to liis office in Manhat­ 
tan.1' 
The reason for not fully utiliz­ 
ing die machine, said another 
EDP manager, is that business 
is now buying swift, complicat­ 
ed second and third generation 
equipment but trying to run 
them with men who are only 
first or second generation man­ 
agers. 
"You can't expect a guy right 
out of college to know all the 
possibilities of computer utiliza­ 
tion,” he said. 
“Most machines are so fast 
that they can handle several 


jobs almost simultaneously,” he 
explained. “But most managers 
haven't tile scope to keep them 
fully employed. There is an art 
to utilization “ 
Despite this tendency to un­ 
derestimate 
the 
computer's 
ability, tile survey shows that 
companies have accepted the 
cerebral servant to a great ex­ 
tent. More than 60 per cent of 
respondents now use or plan 
within a year to use computers, 
“Today, any company with 
more than 200 employes or $7 
million in sales that is not using 
a computer is in the minority,” 
concluded the institute, a pri­ 
vately owned business advisory 
firm.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) — 
Most drivers would be under 
the table before reaching the 
level at which they’re consider­ 
ed drunken drivers by Ohio law. 
For example, an average 175- 
pound person would have to 
drink one-half fifth of IOO proof 
liquor-or half a case of beer- 
in

point at which a driver is “ pre­ 
sumed under the influence of 
alcohol” by state law, accord­ 
ing to chief chemist David P. 
Wetzel of the Ohio Highway Pa­ 
trol crime laboratory 
Ohio legislators, Patrol Supt. 
Robert 
M. 
Chiara monte, 
the 
National Safety Council and the 
American 
Medical Association 
level of .15 per cent blood alco­ 
hol is too high. 
At this level. Wetzel says, a 
person with 
a high capacity 
could navigate, but could not 
drive safely. 
“ Based on all studies” Col. 
Chiaramonte 
says. 
“ anybody 
with a .15 per cent blood alco­ 
hol content is in a euphoric con­ 
dition. 
“ His judgement is impaired 
and his vision affected even at 
.1 per cent.” Chiaramonte adds. 
“ TTiese studies show .ll per cent 
is a more realistic presumptive 
standard for driving under the 
influence.” 
Ohio is one of 29 states with 
a presumptive level of .15 per 
cent. Thirteen states have a lev­ 
el of J per cent, Utah’s is .08 
per cent and seven states have 
no set limit. 
Sweden, the first country to 
set a presumptive level 44 years 
ago limits drivers to .05 per 
cent as do Poland and Norway. 
England, Switzerland and Aus­ 
tria have a limit of .08 per cent, 
Denmark’s is .1 per cent and 
East Germany is lowest in the 
world with .03 per cent. 
An Ohio patrolman cannot ar­ 
rest a suspected drunken driver 
in a random spot check, Chiara­ 
monte said. He must have pro­ 
bable cause to suspect drunken­ 
ness, he said, and he must ar­ 
rest the driver for a traffic vio- 
lation, such as reckless oper­ 
ation. 
If the arrested driver’s appear­ 
ance and actions indicate he is 
drunk, Chiaramonte said. the 
patrolm an cites him and the 
driver is required to take a 
breath analysis test. 
If he refuses, his drivers li­ 
cense is suspended 
for 
s i x 
months under Ohio’s “implied 
consent” law. 
Oiiaramonte says many courts 
will convict a driver of driving 
under the influence even if his 
blood alcohol content was less 
than .15 per cent, if the arrest­ 
ing officer can give proof to 
substantiate the charge, such 
as inability to walk a straight 
line or weaving across the cen­ 
ter line. 


Under Ohio law. the suspect 


i must be tested within two hours 


j or the test is not valid. He may 
have a private physician test 
him and may use the results as 


I evidence in his favor, if the 
i test is made within two hours 
after his arrest. 
The breath analysis has been 
proved 
as 
effective 
as 
blood or urine tests for deter­ 


mining blood alcohol content. 
In addition, Wetzel says, it does 
not require a doctor or nurse to 
administer it as does a blood 
test, and there is no question of 
infringing on a susoect s person­ 
al rights. 
A 10-second puff is all the 
machine 
needs 
to accurately 
analyze the suspect’s condition. 
About 250 Ohio patrolmen are 


trained and licensed by the state 
health departm ent to operate 
the machine and there is one 
at every patrol post. 
The equipment is checked and 
maintained 
by 
the 
operators 
and each machine is tested for 
accuracy after every ten tests 
by running a. controlled experi­ 
ment. 


Chiaramonte says a blood an­ 
alysis on every fatal accident 
investigated in 1968 showed that 
54 per cent of the dead drivers 
had been drinking. Of these, 
he said. 86 per cent had a blood 
alcohol content of .1 per cent or 
more. 
“ Law enforcement officers 


aren’t going after the border­ 
line cases,” Wetzel adds. “ They 
can detect only the flagrant 
violators. Those cited have an 
average blood alcohol content 
of .21 per cent.” 
Some people are unable phys­ 
ically to drive after a drink or 
two, Wetzel says. Others have 
a higher capacity because their 
bodies 
burn 
up 
the 
alcohol 
more quickly. 
The average person burns up 
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one-half ounce of pure alcohol- 
about the amount in one drink 
or one beer--an hour. 
“As a general rule,” Wetzel 
says, “ a man or woman can 
have one drink (or beer) for 
every 50 pounds of body weight 
plus one for every hour spent at 
a party, and never exceed a 
level of .1 per cent.” 
Thus, a 175-pound driver at a 


five hour party could have eight 
drinks - three for every 50 
pounds, which would take him 
near the .1 per cent m ark and 
one for every hour to replace 
the alcohol he has burned up. 
“Legally, he would not be un­ 
der the influence of alcohol,” 
Wetzel 
says, 
“ Whether 
he 
should drive home or not d e­ 
pends on how he feels.”
